1. DURING MY MEETING WITH FOREIGN SECRETARY AGHA SHAHI 
YESTERDAY WHICH WAS DEVOTED LARGELY TO PREPARATION FOR THE 
SECRETARY'S VISIT HERE, I WEIGHED IN ONCE AGAIN ON THE 
QUESTION OF KHMER REPRESENTATION IN HOPES OF MOVING THE PAKS 
INTO A POSITIVE OR AT LEAST ABSTAINING STANCE ON THE EFFORT 
TO GIVE THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION PRIORITY. 

2. 1 AM AFRAID I MUST REPORT THAT THERE IS JUST NO WAY WE 
CAN WIN ON THIS ONE HERE. SHAHI TOLD ME THAT THE CHINESE 
HAD MADE A SPECIFIC REQUEST THAT THE PAK UN REPRESENTATIVE 
ATTEND THE RECENT UNGA MEETING AT WHICH THE PRINCIPAL GKR 
DELEGATE MADE HIS SPEECH IN ORDER TO JOIN IN THE WALKOUT. 

HE SAID THAT INSTEAD, THE PAK REPRESENTATIVE, ACTING ON 
HIS OWN, HAD ABSENTED HIMSELF FROM THE MEETING AND THIS 
HAD CAUSED A STRONG CHINESE REACTION. SHAHI NOTED THAT 
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THE KHMER REPRESENTATION ISSUE WAS SO TOUCHY THAT THE GOP 
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COULD DRAW NO DISTINCTION BETWEEN VOTING ON THE PROCEDURAL 
RESOLUTIONS AND THE SUBSTANTIVE ONES AND THAT HE COULD NOT RECOMMEND 
ANY CHANGE IN THEIR POSITION TO BHUTTO.
